In his Ethicks (this booke of

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their falſereſtumony are to them 
and to the innocent alfo Sathaxs, 
thatis, accuſers and decciucrs. 
Secondly, though not by falſify- 
ing their words, yer by peruer- 
ting their meaning and making 
them beare other ſenſe in their 
tranſlation then they did in the 
firſt originall, as thoſe who teſti. 
fied againſt our Lord Jeſws, who 
= no other words thenChriſt 

id, bur ſpake them otherwiſe, 
yet are called falſe witneſſes , 
who onely after triall of many 
were found to ſpeake home c- 
nough & to the purpoſe. Third- 
ly, by concealiug part or all the 
truth, or by not cleering the in- 
nocency of any when they may. 
It is worthy our imitation and 
reſolution, which is reported of 
S. LAuguitine by Paſſidonins , 
that (in ſo hard a choice) he had 
rather loſe his friend then con- 
ccale the truth : All theſe arero 
_F 'W ruth 
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truth and Iuſtice, as Traytorsare 
to coyne ; the two former coun- 
rerfeir,the latter onely clip's, but 
all deceive the ſubie. 

I1TI. Next by profeſſors of | 
both the Lawes, knowne by their 
ſeucrall titles, in whoſe perſons 
Innocency & Iuſtice make their 
appearance in Court by their 
Proctor, 

t. Whodoethis ſinne firſtby 
leading ill cauſes, caſting miſts

iuſt occaſion of ſuſpition. 

The third thing to be diſcuſſed 
inthetryall of the ſinner is,whe- 
ther the Tuſtifier of the wicked 
be a ſinner alſo, for he pleads, not 
guilty, and deſires not to bee fo 
cuerely cenſurcd, as the Con- 
demner of th* Iuſt, which al men 


abhorre;aud if he cannot obtaine

is, that all conderhne the con-

by eſcaping iuſt puniſhment, 
Therefore the Iuſtifter of the 
wicked deales like a murtherer 
vnder the name of a Phyſitian; 
like the good witch (as they are 
tearmed) thar cures the body 
peraduenture, but wounds the 
ſoule: belide the encouragement 
which other wicked will take 
chereby ; for by ſuch impunity 
{11ne is brought into credite, and 
others doe deeme thereby a li- 
cenſe or commiſſion ſealed to 
them of doing the like fins with- 
out feare or reproach. The Ma- 
giſtrate may better turne looſe 
many Beares, Lyons,or Tygers 
into a throngof men, and with 
leſſe danger, then one offender 

without puniſhment. 
And although the good Em- 
perour had rather many guilty 
ones 
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and condemned, 
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ones ſhould eſcape, then one in- 
nocent periſh, I ſuppoſe he meant 
in caſes doubtfull, where indeed 
it is ſafer to incline that way; but 
ro iuſtifie the wicked whois ſo 
conuited,muſt needs be a yolun- 
rary, and fo a finne with an 
high hand: but ro condemne one 
that haply may bee guilty, yer 
cannot be ſo conuinced, were as 
great a finne, ſeeing he is to bee 
taken for iuſt who cannot bee 
conuicted wicked, it being al one 
in ſuch caſes not to be,and not to 
appeare to bee. Where alſo ſome 
ie that God doth iuſtifie the 
wicked, and yet finneth nor, it is 
to be conceived, that God doth 
ir not quarenss talis, but firſt 
makes him iuſt ; ſecondly, paies 
the price and ſo ſarishes juſtice : 
thirdly, giues alſo another minde 
for time to come; all which if a- 
ny can do,he may alſo wſtifie the 
wicked withour controll, . 
ut 
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Bur yer is not purblind reaſon 
quiet, bur demands fyrcher; Mult 
we adore Iuſtice ſo asthat Mer- 
cy be virerly neglected ? Bur re- 


ligion anſwers, that we ia vaine | 
goe abour ro fer variance bc- | 
rweene Mercy and Iuſtice; they | 


are no ſuch oppoſites as 1s 


thought, for they kiſle and em- | 
brace each other; yea, that is no | 


true mercy which is vniuſt, nor 
that good iuſtice which is cryell. 
Yet turther, it may well be con- 
ceiued, that hewing mercy doth 
properly belong to fupreme and 
not to ſubordinate Magiltracy : 
for howſoeuer before lawes 
werceſtabliſh't, Kings in perſon 
did vic ro fir in Iudgement, yer in 
afrertime it was not thought ſo 
fir, becauſe either they would be 
r00 ready to ſhew mercy (the 
offences being moſt what againſt 
themſelues) as Ceſar ro Ligeriae, 
and Ageſilaus to Nicies , whom 

Plutarch 
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Plutarch ſo much reprehends,) 
or elſe if they ſhould roſecure 
without mercy, it mighe pull on 
them the enuy of ſubieRs : and 
from hence beſide the multipli. 
city of affaires) reaſon of Statc 
hath wiſely aduiſed that Kings 
ſhoud execute Iuſtice, and all 0- 
therworkes of ſeucrity by others 
who may therein without enuic 
be fairhfull ro their Maiſter, but 
all ſuchraQtions as procure Joue, 
as giuing preferments , offices, 
honors, and ſhewing mercy, they 
reſerue ro themſelues. But to 
ſhut vp this point, if any will 
wound 1uſtice, and icoparde a 
ioyntto iuſtifie the wicked,I will 
not truſt him for condemning 
the iuſt : for letting looſe Barre: 
bar the murtherer, and condem-
